sion. 
"Th e q uestion of a special ses­ 
sion of congress after M arch 4 
in th e event of th e return of th e 
Republican party h as been un­ 
der discussion for some 
tim e,’* 
said a form al statem ent issued 
by th e Republican 
presidential 
candidate. 
"Th ere are a num ber of q ues 
tions, partiularly 
agricultural 
relief, wh ich urgently 
req uire 
solution and sh ould not be de­ 
layed for a wh ole year. It is our 
m ost urgent economic problem. 
"I sh ould h ope it can be dealt 
w ith a t th e regular session th is 
fall and th us a special session 
avoided. If, h owever, 
th a t can 
not be accomplish ed I would, if 
elected', not allow th e m atter to 
drift and would of necessity call 
an extra session so as to secure 
early tfOrtStructive action.”

Wh en G eneral Joh n J. Persh ­ 
ing was sent into Mexico in q uest 
of Francisco Villa, McQuigg was 
ordered to Columbus to act as 
instructor-inspector of engineer 
units in Oh io, with th e rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel.

on clear channels, the Columbia 
Broadcasting Sy stem will not be 
ex tensiv ely affected by the order 
of the Federal radio commission 
restricting chain broadcasting. 
Four or fiv e of the sev en may j 
lose the chain programs.

The order, which will not be- 
come effectiv e until J anuary 31, j 
prohibits simultaneous 
broad-1 
casting 
during 
the ev ening 
hours of identical programs by 
stations on clear channels un­ 
less such stations are more than 
300 miles apart. 
In the east three of the sy s­ 
tem’s stations will be on cleared 
channels. Two of these, WABC, 
New York, and WOR, 
Newark, 
which are the key transmitters, 
would not be effected, as they 


generally broadcast the 
chain 
programs on alternate 
nights; 
Howev er, WCAU, 
Philadelphia, 
less than 300 miles away would 
be compelled by the order 
to 
confine its chain program to an 
hour each night. 
In the central-section <$f the 
country four Columbia 
cha in 
stations will be on clear chan­ 
nels. Th ey are WMAQ, Chicago; 
KMOX, St. Louis; WOWO, Fort 
Way ne, Ind., and WBBM, Chica­ 
go.

Augment­ 
ed sales were an 
almost 
im­ 
mediate result, with 
the 
in­ 
dustry expanding and prosper­ 
ing on the installment 
sales 
policy until today most of 
its 
output is sold to those who must, 
or prefer, to make their pay­ 
ments “on time.” 
The airplane industry appar­ 
ently belieyes that the estimated 
number of 7,000 privately owned 
plans now in use in this courtrv 
will be enormously increased if 
acquisition is made easier. Al­ 
though production of planes now 
ranges only from 30 to 50 a day,

above that figure when automo­ 
bile builders adopted the plan.

George Washin gton was born 
on Friday, Feb.

shire, Eng., in 1657 an d settled 
on a large tract of lan d on the 
west ban k of the Potomac river 
n ear its mouth. The coun try 
was called Pope Creek an d the 
town was 
n amed 
Wakefield. 
John Washin gton was a military 
man an d led troops again st the 
Sen aca In dian s. He had a son 
n amed Lawren ce, whose secon d 
son, was n amed Augustin e, bom 
in 1694. Augustin e was married 
twice, his first wife dyin g in 
1728 . His secon d wife was Mary 
Ball, whom he married, March 
6, 1730. Their first child was, 
George, born in w hat 
is now 
Westmorelan d coun ty. 
At this time the Washin gton s 
own ed most of the lan d lying 
between the Rappahan n ock an d 
Potomac rivers, 
an d 
in 
1735 
George’s 
paren ts 
moved 
to 
Moun t 
Vern on —then 
called 
Hun tin g Creek. His father died, 
while George was quite youn g. 
He had two half-brothers—Au­ 
gustin e an d Lawren ce, son s 
of 
his father’s first marriage. Au­ 
gustin e died April 28 , 1743 on the 
site where his father died. 
The old buildin g was destroy­ 
ed by fire in 1739, an d the p re­ 
sen t man sion , at Moun t Vern on , 
was built. After the death of his 
father George took up residen ce, 
with his half-brother Lawren ce, 
at Moun t Vern on an d studied 
mathematics an d became a sur­ 
veyor, in the employ of William 
Fairlax, the 
father 
of Law­ 
ren ce's wife. William was the 
man ager of the great Virgin ia 
estate of his cousin , Lord Fair­ 
fax. Durin g this time, 
George 
had accompan ied his brother, 
Lawren ce, to the West In dies 
an d there con tracted small pox. 
This delayed their return an d 
n early proved fatal to George, 
but while marked, he was n ot 
disfigured. 
After his return he took ser­ 
vice, in the Virgin ia militia, an d 
served later, in the 
BraddocK 
campaign , again st the 
Fren ch 
an d In dian s an d n arrowly es­ 
caped death, on the 9 th of July 
1755, n ear Fort Duquesn e. 
The 
death of Lawren ce Washin gton , 
left George the own er of the 
vast Moun t Vern on estate. The 
n ame was given the estate 
by 
Lawren ce Washin gton , in mem­ 
ory of Admiral Vern on , of the 
British n avy, un der whom Law­ 
ren ce had served at th e siege of 
Carthagen a. 
The man sion stan ds 
on a 
beautiful site overlookin g the 
Potomac river an d the house an d 
200 acres of the estate are now 
own ed by the -Moun t Vern on 
Ladies’ Association ,” bought in 
18 59 for $200,000, with mon ey 
raised, in great part, by Edward 
Everett, an d has been restored, 
as n early as possible to the con ­ 
dition , as left, by Washin gton . 
Nearby is the plain brick tomb 
of Washin gton ., 
con tain in g in 
on e vault the remain s of W ash­

W ashin gton died in the

The coach house con ­ 
tain s Washin gton ’s carriage an d 
the garden s are 
now plan ted 
with trees. The whole is now 
a 
Nation al Shrin e 
an d closely 
guarded from 
in truders an d 
relic hun ters. 
A gran ite mon umen t in scribed 
“W ashin gton ’s 
Birthplace” 
marks the spot at Wakefield, 
where he was born an d a state­ 
ly shaft stan ds at the capital, 
built by the govern men t'which 
is 555 ft., in height, 
an d the 
highest in the world. TThe cor­ 
n er ston e was laid by Presiden t 
Polk, July 4, 18 48 an d the cap 
ston e placed Dec. 6, 
18 8 4. The 
foun dation s are 126£ feet square 
an d the walls 15 feet thick. Wire 
ropes, two in ches thick hoist the 
elevator. There are 50 flights of 
stairs of 18 steps each, it costs 
$1,500,000.

He was 
a slave own er, but n ot a prohi­ 
bition ist, for he a t all times kept 
his cellar supplied with a choice 
stock of wine, but he n ever dis­ 
sipated. 
He loved to ride hprse back

an d it was while so en gaged, 
in g over his estate th at he was 
caught, in a cold December rain 
which brought on pn eumon ia 
from which he died Dec. 14,179 9 . 
Hemorrhage from acute laryn gi­ 
tis, has also been given as the 
cause of bis <ieath.

A good cook never scorches 
food. An experienced housewife 
made that statem ent the other 
day and we were inclined 
to 
disagree. Then she explained 
end the explanation was a t least 
interesting. 
To be a good cook —that is, 
sk illful in the actual cook ing of 
iood—requires real interest 
in 
the effect of heat upon food. To 
mak e a good stew you must not 
cniy ensider the cut of -the meat 
and the variety of soup greens. 
You m ust think of the stew in 
terms of heat from the time the 
stew mak ing process is begun 
until it is ended. Sk ill in cak e or 
bread bak ing comes only after 
the cook has learned to control 
heat—learned to mak e the high 
tem perature in the oven do pre­ 
cisely w hat she wants it to do to 
the dough of the cak e or bread. 
More iood is wasted 
in the 
cook ing than in 
the mixing— 
says this experienced! housewife. 
There are a dozen ways of put­ 
ting the ingredients of a cak e 
together that are all satisfac­ 
tory, but only one way of bak ing 
it so that it will be a really good 
cak e. 
- When a woman lets the stew 
or cak e burn it means—barring 
unavoidable interruptions^that 
she neglected the most 
impor­ 
tant phase of cook ing, that she 
has not learned to control the 
heat, and! that means—says this 
housewife—that she is really a 
poor cook . 
It is not, cf course, at all nec­ 
essary to k now in tefms of 
chemistry or physics w hat hap­ 
pens when food is cook ed. But 
it is necessary to k now what re­ 
sults of flavor or textures are 
produced by the various sorts, of 
bak ing, simmering, boiling, stew­ 
ing, etc.

ney. We should lik e to read a 
complete description of his visit 
to the 
Macedonian 
churches 
and especially of his interview 
with the church at Corinth. This 
fact serves to remind us that 
some of the most pivotal inci­ 
dents and most influential per­ 
iods in history have been those 
about which we have the scant­ 
iest information. 
After the confusion in Epheus 
had subsided, Paul called 
the 
disciples unto 
him and 
em­ 
braced them. It was relief, after 
the storm was over, to pour out 
their agitated hearts in mutual 
sympathy, congratulation 
and 
devotion. And when we 
read 
of the company that 
attended 
Paul on Ifis journey into Mace­ 
donia, we are made to feel that 
the sympathy and support given 
to the weary, buffeted apostle 
must have been precious beyond 
measure. This loyal fellowship 
should be one of the most high­ 
ly prized treasures of the Chris­ 
tian in any day. Many a minis­ 
ter would weak en and falter in 
his labors were it not for the 
loyal support of those who are 
concerned most of all about the 
prosperity of the Kingdom 
of 
Christ. And many a 
Christian 
under the stress and strain 
of 
these times would fall by 
the 
wayside, were it not for other 
"pilgrims of the Infinite”, who 
offer encouragement in the hour 
of threatened failure. 
Paul had planed to sail from 
Greece to Syria when it was dis­ 
covered that a plot had 
been 
made against his life. 
So 
he 
changed his plan 
and 
went 
through Macedonia to Phillipi. 
In this city where previously he 
had been imprisoned, he was ac- 


ol the company went to Troas. 
Hére the two men joined 
the 
company again 
and "on 
the 
first day of the week " 
Paul 
preached. Disregarding the late­ 
ness of the hour and 
k nowing 
that he must mak e his depart­ 
ure on the morrow, he preached 
unil midnight. His great soul so 
overflowed with zeal that he be­ 
came utterly oblivious to all at­ 
tendant circumstances. 
Those 
who had accompanied Paul then 
took ship at Troas and sailed for 
Assos, while Paul departed 
by 
land for the same destination. 
Then together they 
resumed 
their voyage and came at last to 
Miletus, whicn was only thirty 
miles from Ephesus. Paul 
was 
anxious to reach Jerusalem in 
time for the harvest festival and 
in order to conserve time 
he 
sent a request to the brethren in 
Ephesus that they meet him in 
Miletus. They 
gladly 
acceded 
and in a union service with the 
Christians of Miletus Paul de­ 
livered an address in which he 
rèminded them that as a min­ 
ister of Jesus Christ he had done 
his work 
conscientiously and 
faithfully5. Said, he: "I 
k ept 
back nothing—I have t aught 
you publicly and from house to 
house;” "I have not shunned to 
declare unto you all the counsel 
of God;” " I ceased not to warn 
every oné—with 
tears." 
Paul 
threw the full measure of energy 
and devotion into his work and 
now when the shadows are be­ 
ginning to lengthen on 
life’s 
way, he is able to look back upon 
his ministry with devout grati­ 
fication. There is a lesson here 
thàt churchmen today need to 
learn. One of the greatest hind­ 
rances to the progress of 
the 
Church today is the fact that 
so many churchmen tak e their 
religious experience thus 
be­ 
comes impoverished and 
the 
church, too often, is compelled 
to mark time. 
Only 
remorse 
awaits us at the end of the way, 
if then we shall only have the 
memories of 
duties neglected, 
opportunities despised, 
obliga­ 
tions disregarded or work poorly 


done. Gratifying will be the rec­ 
ollection that we went to 
our 
work with eager spirit, carried 
forward our task s wfith 
con­ 
scientious care and threw into 
them the utmost of 
strength 
Heartiness and zeal today guar­ 
antee a 
harvest of refreshing 
memories tomorrow. 
Paul also indicates in his ad­ 
dress a Miletus that in 
every 
city that he visited he had re- 
cieved strong intimations 
that 
• bonds a nd , afflictions” were in 
store for him. He look ed forward 
with certainty to trials and suf­ 
fering. But such assurances did 
not daunt his faith or 
break 
down his /courage. He rises 
to 
the, pinnacle of apostolic 
op­ 
portunity. He stands before us 
in the noblest stature to which 
he ever attained. From his lips 
there comes the shout of spirit­ 
ual victor—"None of these things 
move me, neither count I 
my 
might finish my course 
with 
life dear unto myself, so that I 
joy." 
Paul is never so interesting as 
when he is in trouble. Paul was 
never reduced by anything that 
happened to him. He grew taller 
by every effort to 
pull 
him 
down. He never failed to 
rise 
above suffering. He did not hang 
his head. He did not grow an­ 
gry and engage in combat with 
his enemies and afterward break 
down and hide his face in 
his 
hands. He was not affected by 
the things that constitute the 
first consideration of most men. 
He could be rich or poor, hungry 
or fed, imprisoned or at liberty— 
it mattered not to him, so long 
as he was following and serving 
Christ. 
After Paul had 
finished his 
sermon "he k neeled down 
and 
prayed with them all. And they 
all wept sore and fell on Paul’s 
neck and k issed him." This fare­ 
well is full of affection and pa­ 
thos. Through Paul they 
had 
received the blessing of 
holy 
teaching and the 
apostle had 
been a faithful example of the 
Chirstianity which he preached. 
Without fear, Paui went 
to 
Jerusalem. He was ready—ready 
for anything that the 
future 
might bring. For 
him 
there 
could be no sudden shock s of 
calamity. Nothing 
could 
find 
him off his guard. His was the 
readiness that means peace.

SAFETY PROGRAM PAYS. 


The railroads, during the past eight years, 


have made the greatest progress in Increasing 
*afety of rail transportation ever attained by the 
carriers of this country, culminating in the year 
1927 in the best safety recor dever established 
by them, R. H. Ashton, Chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive told the Interstate Commerce Commiss- 
toon in asking that body to permit the manage- 
ment free opportunity to exercise their judgment 
in determining hi what direction expenditures 
can best be made to insure the greatest possible 
safety for employees and the public and gen- 
erally increase safety in train transportation. 


Despite the hundreds of millions of persons 


who ride on the railroads each year, only ten 
were killed in train accidents in 1927, a new 
low record for any one year and a decrease of 
69 under 1926. 
An improvement in safety 


among employees was also reported in 1927. 


During the past eight years freight speed 


between terminals increased nineteen per cent, 
freight car miles per day increased twenty per 
cent, and gross ton miles per freight train hour 
increased 47.5 per cent. The results obtained 
in safety are a growing indication that the 
efforts of the railways to secure, the 
greatest 


measure of safety have been productive of com- 
mendable results. 


THE DEMAND FOR STYLES. 


Ray M. Hudson, assistant director in charge 


of commercial standards, department of com- 
merce, stated in a recent bulletin that "current 
demands for better quality, more style and color 
also for more variety in products, are natural 
consequences of greater individual prosperity,' 
and he added: "They are among the first evi- 
dences of the arrival of a higer standard of liv- 
ing, and as such are not to be deprecated. The 
present problem, of the manufacturer, and also 
of the merchant," he observes, is to "keep in step 
with style, and yet retain the advantages in- 
herent in manufacturing and Celling a simpli- 
fied line. This can be done by regularly re- 
viQwing the outward movement of the goods, 
group by group, class by class, or line by line; 
to other words, continually studying their rela- 
tive rates by consumption, and keeping stocks 
Brimmed accordingly." 


Mr. Hudson finds no serious conflict be- 


tween "keeping in step with style," and the 
elimination of waste in manufacture. The latter 
movement is wholly in the direction of greater 
efficiency in industry. Efficiency in production 
and distribution is paramount, but it alone is not 


sufficient "to maintain the.*tthsumer's interest. 
Industry must alto take "into account such im- 
portant considerations as are reflected in the de- 
mands of the public for materials that satisfy 
individual taste, or 'freeabm of artistt^ Expres- 
sion. "Current demand for improved standards 
of art, style an color demonstrates an increas- 
ing interest in this direction by the consumer.

on a Minnesota statute, which,' it is charged, 
seriously abridges the constitutional guarantee 
of a free press.

N The law provides that a judge can prohibit 
publication of any newspaper which "regularly 
publishes malicious scandalous and defamatory 
matter." One "Minneapolis newspaper, a weekly, 
which attacked public officials and alleged cor- 
ruption, has been suppressed under it. 


Those attacking the law declare that the 


present statutes governing criminal libel provide 
a community with ample protection 
against 


scurrilous, unprincipled journalism, and that the 
Minnesota statute could easily be invoked by 
political officials to protect themselves Srom ex- 
posure and attack. 


The question -deserves serious study. 
The 


right to a free press was only won after centuries 
of struggle. We should be very careful before 
we pass any legislation that might infringe that 
right.

give only his military and poli- 
tical life, unmindful of the do- 
mestic ~or family history. 


George Washington was born 


oh Friday, Feb. 22, 1732, the 
grandson of John Washington, 
who came .to this country, with 
his brother Andrew, from York- 
shire, Eng., to 1657 .and settled 
on a large tract of land on the 
west- bank of the -Potomac river 
near its mouth. The country 
was called Pope Creek and the 
town was named 
Wakefield. 


John Washington was a military 
man and led troops against the 
Senac'a Indians. He had a son 
named Lawrence, whose second 
son, was named Augustine, bora: 
in 1694. Augustine was married 
twice, his first wife dying in 
1728. His second wife was Mary 
•Ball, whom he married, March 
6, 1730. Their first child was, 
George, born in what * is now 
Westmorelanid county. 


At this time the Washington* 


owned most of the land lying 
between the Rappahanhock and 
Potomac rivers, and to 1735 
George's 
parents 
moved 
to 


"Mount 
Vernon—then 
e 


Hunting Creek. His father died, 
while George'was quite young. 
He had two half-brothers—Au- 
gustine and Lawrence, sons of 
his father's first marriage. Au- 
gustine died April 28,1743 on the 
site where his father died. 


The old building was destroy- 


ed by fire in 1739, and the pre- 
sent mansion, at Mount Vernon 
was built. After the'death of his 
father George took up residence 
with (his half-brother Lawrence 
at Mount Vernon and studied 
mathematics and became a sur- 
veyor, in. the employ of Williair 
Fairlax, the father oi Law- 
rence's wife. William was the 
manager of the great Virginia 
estate of his cousin, Lord Fair- 
fax. During this time, George 
had accompanied 'his brother 
Lawrence, to the West Indies 
'and there contracted small pox 
This delayed their return anc 
nearly proved' fatal to George 
but while marked, he was no 
disfigured. 


After his return he took ser 


vice, to the Virginia militia, anc 
served later, in the 
Braddocs 


campaign, against the' French 
and Indians and narrowly es 
caped death, on the 9th of July 
1755, near Fort Duquesne. Th 
death of Lawrence Washington 
left George the owner of th 
vast Mount Vernon estate.; Th 
name was given the estate by 
Lawrence Washington, in mem- 
ory of Admiral Vernon, of the 
British navy, under whom Law- 
rence had served at the siege of 
Carthagena. 
' The mansion stands on a 
beautiful site overlooking the 
Potomac river and the house and 
200 acres of the estate are now 
owned by the ''Mount Vernon 
Ladies' Association," bought -to 
1859 
for $200,000, with money 


raised, to great part, by Edward 
•Everett, and has been restored, 
as nearly as possible to the con- 
dition, as left, by Washington. 


Nearby is the plain brick tomb 


of Washington, containing to 
one vault the remains of Wash- 
ington to the other his wife, 
Martha. They had no children. 


The home 
contains many 


historical relics, among them 
the key of the French Bastile. 
Washington died in the south 
end of the first room and 
his 


wife to the one immediately 
above it. The roach house con-' 
tarns Washington's carriage and 
the gardens are now planted 
with trees. The whole is now a 
National Shrine 
and' closely 


guarded from 
intruders and 


relic hunters.

A granite monument inscribed 


"Washington's / 
Birthplace" 


marks the spot at Wakefield, 
where he was born and a state- 
ly shaft stands- at the capitol, 
built by the government'which 
is 555 ft., to height, and the 
highest to the world. The cor- 
ner stone was laid by President 
Polk, July 4, 1848 and the cap 
stone placed Dec. 6, 1884. The 
foundations are 1264 feet square 
and the walls 15 :feet thick.. Wire 
ropes, two inches thick hoist the 
elevator. There are 5jO flights of 
stairs of 18 steps each. It costs 
$1,500,000.

He was 
a I man of powerful build, over 
six feet tall, sandy hair, blue 
eyes,-big "hands and feet. He was 
a slave owner, but hot a prohi- 
bitionist, for he at all tunes kept 
his cellar supplied with a choice 
stock of wine, but he never dis- 
sipated.

The Lewis and Custis families

A good cook never scorches 


food'. An experienced housewife 
mad'e .that statement the other 
day and we were inclined 
to 


disagree. Then she explained 
end! the explanation was at least 
interesting. 


To be a good' cook—that is, 


skillful in 'the actual cooking of 
iood>-requires real interest In 
the effect of heat upon food. To 
make a good stew you must not 
only cnsider the cut of 'the meat 
and the variety of soup greens. 
You must think of the stew to 
terms of heat from 'the time the 
stew making process is begun 
until it is ended. Skill to cake or 
bread baking comes only after 
the cook has learned to control 
heat—learned to make the high 
temperature to the oven do pre- 
cisely what she wants it to do to 
the dough of the cake or bread. 


More .food is wasted to the 


cooking than to the mixing— 
says this experiencedi housewife. 
There are a dozen ways of pui- 
•Sng the ingredients of a cake 
together that are all satisfac- 
tory, but only one way of baking 
it so that it will be a really good 
cake. 
- ."..When a woman lets the stew 
or cake burn it means—barring 
unavoidable toterruptions-Ahat 
she neglected the most impor- 
tant phase of cooking, that she 
has not learned to control the 
heat, and! that means—says this 
housewife—that she is really a 
poor cook. 
It is not, of course, at.all nec- 


essary to know to teams of 
chemistry or physics what hap- 
pens when food is cooked. But 
it is necessary to know what re- 
sults of flavor or textures are 
produced by the various sorts, of 
baking, simmering, boiling, stew- 
tog, etc.

Apostle had some of his most 
fruitful experiences on this jour- 
ney. We should like to read a 
complete description of his visit 
to the Macedonian 
churches 


and especially of his interview 
with the church at Corinth. This 
fact serves to remind us that 
some of the most pivotal .inci- 
dents and most influential per- 
iods in history have been those 
about which we have the scant- 
iest information. 


After the confusion in Epheus 


had subsided, Paul called 
the 


disciples unto him and 
em- 


braced them. It was relief, after 
the storm was over, to pouft-out 
their agitated hearts in mutual 
sympathy, congratulation 
and 


devotion. And when we 
read 


of the company that 
attended 


Paul on His journey into Mace- 
donia, we are made to feel that 
the sympathy and support given 
to the weary, buffeted apostle 
must have been precious beyond 
measure. This loyal fellowship 
should be one of the most high- 
ly prized treasures of the Chris- 
tian in any day. Many a minis- 
ter would weaken and falter in 
his labors were it not for the 
loyal support of those who are 
concerned most of all about the 
prosperity of the Kingdom of 
Christ. And many a 
Christian 


under the stress and strain of 
these times would fall by 
the 


wayside, were it not for other 
"pilgrims of the Infinite", who 
offer encouragement in the hour 
of threatened failure. 


Paul' had planed to sail from 


Greece' to Syria when it was dis- 
covered that a plot had 
been 


made against his life. So he 
changed his plan 
and 
went 


through Macedonia to Phillipi. 
In this city where previously he 
had been imprisoned, he was ac- 


corded the finest hospitality. 
On this journey he was accom- 
panied by an unusual 
group, 


who were no /doubly 
anxious 


about Paul's physical welfare. 
Paul and Luke tarried hi Phil- 
lips for five days while the rest 
of the company went to Troas;. 
Here the two "men joined the 
company again 
and "on the 


first day of the week" 
Paul 


preached. Disregarding the late- 
ness of the hour and 
knowing 


that he must make his depart- 
ure on the morrow, he preached 
unil midnight. His great soul so 
overflowed with zeal that he be- 
came utterly oblivious to all at- 
tendant circumstances. 
Those 


who had accompanied Paul then 
took ship at Troas and sailed fof 
Assos, while Paul departed by 
land for the same destination. 
Then together theyv -resumed 
their voyage and came at last to 
Miletus, whicn was only thirty 
miles from Ephesus. Paul 
was 


anxious to reach Jerusalem in 
time for the harvest festival and 
in order to conserve time 
he 


sent a request to the brethren in 
Ephesus that they meet him in 
Miletus. They gladly 
acceded 


and in a union service with 
Christians of Miletus Paul 


the 
de- 


livered an address in which' he 
reminded them that as a min- 
ister of Jesus Christ he had done 
his work 
conscientiously and 


faithfully?. Said) he: "I 
kept 


back nothing—I have t aught 
you publicly and from house vto 
house;" "I have pot shunned to 
declare unto you all the counsel 
of God;" " I ceased not to warn 
every on<*—with ' tears." Paul 
threw the full measure of energy 
and devotion into his work and 
now when the shadows are be- 
ginning to lengthen on life's 
way, he is able to look back upon 
his ministry with devout grati- 
fication. There is a lesson here 
that churchmen today need to 
learn. One' of the greatest hind- 
rances to the progress of the 
Church today is the fact •'•that 
so many churchmen take their 
religious experience thus 
be- 


comes impoverished and 
the 


church, too often, is compelled 
to mark time. 
Only remorse 


awaits us at the end of the way, 
if then we shall only have the 
memories of duties neglected 
opportunities despised, 
obliga- 


tions disregarded or work poorly 


done. Gratifying will be the rec- 
ollection that we went to our 
work with eager spirit, carried 
forward our tasks w£th con- 
scientious care and threw into 
them the utmost of 
strength 


Heartiness and zeal today guar- 
antee a 
harvest of refreshing 


memories tomorrow. 


Paul also indicates in his ad- 


dress a Miletus that in 
every 


city that he visited he had re- 
cieved strong intimations thai 
-bonds and,afflictions" were in 
store for him. He looked forward 
with certainty to trials and suf- 
fering. But such assurances did 
not daunt his faith or break 
down his /courage. He rises to 
the, pinnacle of apostolic 
op- 


portunity. He stands before us 
in the noblest stature to which 
he ever attained. From his lips 
there comes the shout of spirit- 
ual victor—"None of these things 
move me, neither count I my 
might finish my course 
with 


life dear unto myself, so that I 
joy." 


Paul is never so interesting as 


when he is in trouble. Paul was 
never reduced by anything that 
happened to him. He grew taller 
by every effort to 
pull 
him 


down. He never failed to rise 
above suffering. He did not hang 
his- head. He did not grow an- 
gry and engage in combat with 
his enemies and afterward break 
down and-hide his face in 
his 


hands. He was not affected by 
the things that constitute th 
first consideration of most men 
He could be rich or poor, hungry 
or fed, imprisoned or at liberty- 
it mattered not to him, so long 
as he was following and serving 
Christ.

neck and kissed him." This fare 
well is full of affection and pa 
thos.
